Letters from Mr, Coan, at Hilo, Hawiii. 

Waittne on the 5th of March, 1840, Mr. Co- 
an gives the following 
General View of the Church—Mcthod of Pas- 

toral Care. ‘ 

The work of God in this part of Hawaii still 
goes on. For the most part there is now far less 
physical excitement here among the people, than 
in the earlier stages of the work ; but the cause 
of truth still makes steady and triumphant pro- 
gress. ‘Che church stands fast, and the mem- 








bers, for the most part, appear well. The num- 
ber of apostasies is comparatively small The 
proportion of those under church censure ts 
about the same as when I last wrote. Many of 
the church are exceedingly active and faithful. 
They grow in grace. ‘Fhey pray without ceas- 
ing and labor without fainting. Of some we 
stand indoubt. Somesleep. But the‘ founda- 
tion standeth sure, the Lord knoweth them that | 
are his.” Since my return from general meet- 
ing in June, [ bave baptized and received to this 
church, about 1,200. ‘The whole number re- 
ceived to this church is about 7,000. About 
200 have died since general meeting. These, 
added to the number excommunicated, perhaps 
from 100° to 200, I do not stop to make out ac- 
curate statistics now, will leave the number at 
present in good standing somewhere between 
6,500 and 7,000. ‘l'o say that these thousands 
have alhentered by ** the dour" or that they are 
all sheep,” would be more than we can say of 
any church, Should but one half or ove fourth 
of them reach heaven, the sight will be glorious. 
Should one half fall away within one. year, my | 
soul shall not feel discouraged. ‘The way of life 
and the way of death are before them; and, 
throagh Christ strengthening me, I am deter. | 
mined that, if any of them perish, their blood; 
shall be on their own heads. By the help Gad) 
T am resolved, without ceasing, * to warn every | 
man night and day with tears,” 

Within the period of six mouths, I have pass- | 
ed twice through the leugth aud breadth of the} 
field, collecting all the disciples in their respec- 
tive villages, calling all their names, and inquir- 
ing into the condition of every individual. This} 
labor I intend, in the strength of God, to repeat} 
thtee or four times a year. lt”is a great and 
heavy work, but it brings its reward ; and in a 
thurch like this, so numerous and so widely dis- | 
persed, so-weak and ignorant, so easily led cap- | 
tive by Sata, and so inadequately supplied with | 
teachers and spiritual guides, it seems to me all | 
important. This labor forms a strong bond, of | 
union between me and my flock, and gives me a} 
personal acquaintance with each individual, and | 
that knowledge of his character, circumstances, | 
etc., which could not be obtained in any other | 


way. Thus, if any member of the flock falls) 
into sin, if any one changes his tesidence, if 
any are sick, or if any die, the facts cone before | 
me almost immediately, and always distinctly | 
and certainly.

built. ‘This serves us for the present, except on 
communion days, when it will be altogether too 
strait for us. Our people think of commencing 
a stone meeting-house before long. Three new 
meeting houses have been recently built at out- 
stations in Hilo and Puna by the voluntary efforts 
of the people. ‘These houses will contain from 
1,090 to 2,000. In these houses, meetings are 
held every Sabbath, and also every morning at 
day light, conducted by native’ helpers, Some 
twenty or thirty school-houses have. aiso been 
built of late, mary of them spacious and comfort. 
able, for the double purpose of schools and of re- 
ligious ‘meetings. Some of these will contain 
from 500.10 1,000 people, Tn all the villages ot 
Hilo and Pana, too distant to attend meetings 
regularly at the station, the people collect from 
Sahbath to Sabbath, and at other times during 
the week, for social prayer, reading the Scrip- 
tares, and religious conference, exhortation, etc. 
Some of the native helpers conduct meetings 
with a good degree of ability and a commendable 
fervor, 

But the work of watching over and feeding this 
great flock is becoming more and more weighty 
and responsible. They need the care of ten de- 
voted pastors. You see the difficulty, yes, the 
utter impossibility of giving them that faithful su- 
pervision and that regular and thorough instruc- 
tion which they need. Their ignorance for the 
most part, is great, and their progress in know!l- 
edge must necessarily be slow. What I have, 
body, intellect, heart, is devoted to them; but J 
need a hundred tongues and hearts to admiuister 
to all their wants. When we take into account 
their former habits of sin, in all its vile and de- 
basing forms, their strong natural passions, their 
great ignorance of many of the doctrines and du- 
ties of Christianity, and their constant exposure 
to temptations, i is a matter of surprise that so 
few of them have fallen ‘lhe Lord’s arm has 
been signally displayed in sustaining and leading 
them thus far. His loving kindness and teader 
mercy have not been taken away. The cove- 
nant of his faithfulness has not failed.

I have often seeu more 
excitement, but not more steady, determined 
principle of action: [ found many who were 
moved, and who wept and trembled at the word 
of God, many who’ wrestied and agonized at the 
throne of grace wily strong crying aud tears ;

‘But it seems, notwithstanding dll this care, the 


in opposition to the power of God? #f he will main- 
tain neither of these points, then the opening of the 
seals, notwithstanding the guard set apon them, will 
be an evidence, not of the fraud, but ef the power of 
the Resurrection; andthe guards will have nothing 
to answer far, but only this, that they were not stron- 
ger than God. The seal wae a proper check upon 
the guards; the Jews had no other meaning in it; 
they could not be so stupid, as to imagine that they 
could by this contrivance disappoint the designs of 
Providence. And it is surprising to hear these cir- 
kcumstances made use of to prove the Resurrection 
to be a fraud, which yet could not hut happen, sup- 
posing.the Resurrection to be true. 

But there is another circumstance still, which the 
Gentleman reckons very material, and upon which, 
I find, great stress is laid. The Resurrection hap- 
pened, we are told, a day sooner, ‘than the prediction 
imported. The reason assigned for it is, that the ex- 
ecution of the plet at the time appointed, was ren- 
dered inpracticable, because the chief Priests, and 
probably great numbers of the people, were prepared 
to visit the sepulchre at that time; and therefore 
the disciples were under a necessity of hastening 
their plot. 

This observation is entirely inconsistent with the 
supposition vpon which the reasening stands. The 
‘Gentleman has all along supposed the Resurrection 
ite have been managed by fraud, and not by violence ;

Tae Gentleman has 
givemyou the character of the disciples, that they 
‘were weak, ignorant men, full of the popular prejn- 
dices and superstitions of their country: which 
-stuck close to them, notwithstanding thoir long ac- 
queintance with their Master. The Apesties are 
not much wronged in this account. And is it likely 
that such men should engage in so desperate a de- 
Signmstto steal away the body in oppesition te the 
combined power of the Jews and Romans? ‘What 
‘could tempt them to it? What good could the dead 
body do them.? or if iteuld have done them any, 
‘what hope had they to succeed in their attempt P— 
A. Gead'body is notito be removed by sleight of hand; 
itvrequies many hands to:mave it. Besides the great 
‘stone at the mouth of the sepulchre was to be remov- 
‘ed; which could not be dane silently, or by men 
walking on tip-toes to prevent discovery;; en that if 


Crucifixion to the Resurrection:; yet'this we can say, 
that the Resurrection happened during the time that 
the guards had the sepulchre im keeping; and it is 
impossible te imagine what opportunity this could 
give to fraud. Had the time been delayed, the 
guards removed, and then a Resurrection pretend- 
ed, it might with.some color -<df reason have been 
said, Why did he not come within his time?

\preesions ‘are equivalent to eachother, for we always 
reckon ‘the nigIt inte the day, when we reckon by so 
many days. If you agree to doa thing ten days 
hence, you stipulate for forbearance ‘for the nights 
as well as days; and therefore in reckoning, two 
days, and two days and. two nights, are the same 
thing. That the expression, afterthnee days, means 
inclusive days, is proved by Grofies .on Matt. xxvii- 
63, and by others. The prediction therefore was,

Guards were placed, and they did their duty. But 
what are guards and sentine!s against the power of 
God! An Angel of the Lord opened the sepulchre, 
the guards saw him, and became like dead men.— 
This account they gave to the chief Priests; who 
still persisting in their obstinacy, bribed the guards 
to tell the contradictory story, of their being asleep, 
and the body sto!en. 
I cannot but observe. to your Lordship, that all 
these circumstances, 86 much questioned and suspec- 
ted, were mecessary circumstances, supposing the 
Resurrection to be true. The seal was broken, the 
body came out of the sepulchre, the guards were plac- 
ed in vain to prevent it, Be it so: I desire to know 
whether the Gentleman thinks that the seal put God 
uader covenant; or could prescribe to him a method 
of performing this great work? Or whether he 
thinks the guards were placed to maintain the seal, 


and in the very Temple, and testified the Resurrec- 
tioa of Christ, even before those whohad murdered 
him. What now do the chief Priests do? They 
seize upon the Apostles, they threaten them, they 
beat them, they scourged them, and all to stop their 
mouths, insisting that they should say no more of the 
matter, But why did they not, when they had the 
disciples in their power, charge them dizectly with 
their notorious cheat in stealing the body, and expose 
them to the people as imposters? ‘This had been 
much more to their ptirpose, than ‘a their menaces 
and ilt usage, and would more effectually have un- 
deceired the peuple. But of this not one word is 
said. They try to murder them, enter into combi. 
nations to assassinate them, prevail with Herod to 
put one of them to death ; but not so much as a charge 
agaiost them of any fraud inthe Resurrection. — 
Their orator Tertullus, who could not have miased 
so fine a topic of declamation, had there been a sus- 
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Picion to support it, is quite silent on this head, and 
is content to flourish on the common-place of sedi- 
tion and heresy, profaning the Temple, and the like; 
very trifles to his cause, in comparison to the other 
accusation, had there been any ground to make use 
of it. And yetas it happens, we are sure the very 
question of the Resurrection came under debate ; for 
Festus tells King Agrippa, that the Jews had certain 
questions against “ Paul, of one Jesus which was dead, 
whom Paul affirmed to be alive.” After this, Agrip- 
pa hears Paul himself; and had he suspected, much 
less had he been convinced that there was a cheat 
in the Resurrection, he would hardly have said to 
Paul at the end of the conference, “almost thou per- 
suadest me to be a Christian.” 

But let us see what the Council and Senate of the 
children of Israe] thought of this matter, in the most 
solemn and serious deliberation they ever had about 
it. Not long after the Resurrection, the Apostles 
were taken ; the high Priest thought the matter of 
that weight, that he summoned the council and se- 
nate of the children of Israel. The Apostles are 
brought before them, and make their defence. Part 
of their defence is in these words ; ‘* The God of our 
fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on 
atree.” The defence was indeed a heavy charge 
upon the senate, andin the warmth of their anger, 
their first resolution was to slay them all. But Gam- 
aliel, one of the Council, stood up, and told them, 
that the matter deserved more consideration. He re- 
counted to them the history of several impostors who 
had perished, and concluded with respect to the case 
of the apostles then befure them, “Jf this workbe of 
men, it will come to naught ; but if it be of God, ye 
cannot overthrow it, lest haply ye be found to fight 
against God.” The Council agreed to this advice, 
and after some ill-treatment, the Apostles were dis- 
charged. I ask now, and let any man of common 
sense answer; could Gamaliel possibly have given 
this advice, and supposed that the hand of God might 
be with the Apostles, if he had known that there was 
a cheat discovered in the Resurrection of Jesus ?— 
Could the whole Senate have followed this advice, 
had they believed the discovery of the cheat? Was 

there not among them one man wise enouzh to say, 
how can you suppose God to have any thing to do 
in this affair, when the Resurrection of Jesus upon 
which all depends, was a notorious cheat, and mani- 
festly proved to be so? 1 should but lessen the 
weight of this authority by saying more, and there- 
fore I:will rest here, and give way to the Gentleman 
to go on with his accusation.

Roger Williams 

It was in 1631 that Roger Williams, the per- 
sonal friend of Cromwell and of Milton, who 

while at home, had left the priesthood of the 
church of England for conscience sake, and 
then left his home and conntry to seek in this 
new world a clear field for the progress of relig- 
ious freedom, arrived on these shores. Sur- 
prised and grieved to find religious opinions es- 
tablished aud enforced by law, he boldly asserted 
it to be contrary to the essential nature of Chris- 
tianity, and on that account, in 1635, he was 
made an exile from his new asylum. In the 
midst of winter, this venerable prilgrim went 
forth into the wilderness, ** not knowing wheth- 


er he went,” yet guided by an Almighty fiind. 
It was-in view of this, Wial he said, with towcti< 
ing simplicity, ) 
“ Lost many a time [ve had no guide, 
No house but hollow tree, 
In stormy winter night no fire, 
No food, no company.

“God makes a path, provides a guide, 
And feeds in wilderness, r 
His glorious name while earth remains, 
O, that I may confess !” 
He found favor with the savages, because the 
first missionary to the Indians in North Ameri- 
ca, the founder of the first colony which ever 
proclaimed liberty of conscience as its funda- 
mental law, and in that colony the first pastor of 
a Baptist church on this continent, Let his 
name be honored. His faine is brightening by 
the lapse of time, and will afterwards hold an il- 
lustrious place in the annals of religion and hu- 
manity. 
But the churches of this Commonwealth have 
not generally sprang from that in Providence. 


pastoral care of Rev. John Miles, emigrated from 
Swanzea, in Wales, to Wannamoiset, of which 
they obtained a grant from the government of 
Plymouth colony, and called it Swanzea, its 
present name, m honor of their transatlantic 
home. Mr. Miles was a man of a bold, yet kind 
and Christian spirit.. In Wales, he had been 
an active and successful minister, but im 1662 
he fled from the storm of persecution which 
struck through the Principality afier the passage 
of that Actrof Uniformity in England, by which 
upwards of two thousand ministers were ejected 
from their places of worship. Like the Hugue- 
nots of France, though at an earlier day, this 
Welsh church fled hither to the wilderness to 
find religious liberty, Secured in_ their retreat, 
their minister gave himself to his appropriate 
work at home and abroad. Mather makes res- 
pectful mention of him, and we find that he of- 
ten visited this city to aid qhat infant church 
which was here struggling for existence. They 
invited him to become their pastor, but he con- 
tinued to reside at Swanzea, until 1683, the 
year of his death. 

Jt was in 1665, that the firat Baptist. church 
in this city was organized. According to Dr. 
Mather, many among the first settlers in New 
England were of this order. ‘ Infant baptism,” 
says he, * hath been scrupled by multitudes in 
our day, who have been, in other points most 
worthy Christians, and as holy, watchful, fruitful 
and heavenly people as perhaps any in the 
world.’ Some of these were subjected to severe 
sufferings by those who insisted on uniformity 
of worship, and who thought, as Mr. Cotton ex- 
pressed it, that “ifthe worship be lawful in it- 
self, the magistrate compelling a manto come 
to it, compeileth him not to sin, but the sin is in 
his will, who needs to be compelled to a Chris- 
tian duty.” The utions of these men led 
the learned Dunstar, the President of Harvard 
University, to make a particular examination of 
their sentiments. ‘The coosequence was, that 
the president openly preached against infant bap- 
lism. His discourse awakened more atiention 
to the subject, and thence issued in the forma- 
tion of the first church of our name in this city. 
{ts organization took place in Charlestown, 
while yet with them M was a “day of small 
things,” of darkness and of trouble. Thence in 
1801, when Dr. Stillman preached in Charles- 
town at the public recognition of a new church 
in that place, he took occasion to say to them : 
“In the year 1665, the First Baptist Church in 
Boston, from which most of you have been dis- 
missed, was formed in this town. To day she

tial; to human agency alone it ca.snot be ascrib- 
ed.” 


Deputation visiting England on behalf of the A- 
merican Colonization Soeiety. 
The absurdities connected with sucha de- 
mand on British benevolence are so numerous, 
that it is really surprising that any persons should 
have patience to listen to it. A few of these we 
may briefly enumerate, 
1. The field of the Society's alleged labors is 
in a colony on the coast of Africa, called Libe- 
ria, This is wholly an American affair, But 
did we ever solicit the Americans to help us in 
the matter of Sierra Leone; or has even the 
““ Niger expedition” people, ? 
so much as thonght of begging brother Jonathan 
to lend his aid? Why, then, cannot the Amer- 
icans carry on their own. colonization schemes, 
without sending round the begying-box in the 
British metropolis ? 
2. This said colony of ‘‘ Liberia” is now of 
twenty years’ standing. Would it be unreason- 
able to expect that, if based on any rational prob- 
abilities of success, it should now begin to show 
itself capable of sustaining its own obligations ? 
3. But how comes America, possessing many 
millions of unoccupied acres of the highest fer- 
tility, to be employing her ships and seamen to 
carry great numbers of her adult laborers to the 
p2stilential coasts of Africa? Surely there must 
be something more in this than meets the ear ! 
A document is now betore us, which partly 
explains this mystery. li is a protest, drawn 
up several years since, against the pro- 
ceedings of the American Colonization Society, 
and signed by ‘* W. Wilberforce, S. Lushing- 
ton, ‘TF, Buxton, W. Evans, Samuel Gurney, 
Walliam Allen,” and several others, in which it 
is unhesitatingly declared, that the said Society 
‘‘was formed chiefly to indulge the prejudices 
of American slaveholders,” and that “to the 
destruction of slavery throughout the world we 
are compelled to say that we believe the Colo- 
nization Society to be an obstruction.” 
Another passage in the saine protest partly ex- 
plains the drift and operation of this crafty 
scheme, It is observed, that “ it fosters and in- 
creases the spirit of caste, already so unhappily 
predominant ; that it widens the breach between 
the iwo races; and exposes the colored people 
to great practical persecution, in order to force 
them to emigrate.” 
This is, we believe, the real secret of the 
whole plin. Tt originates in, or at least is main- 
ly fostered by, the dislike and dread which are 
felt by the American slaveholders towards the 
free colored people of the States. Gladly would 
they expel the whole. ‘The task, however, Le- 
ing too weighty, this expedient is resorted to; a 
professed philanthropic scheme of colonization 
is got up; the money of the pious and charita- 
ble is solicited towards its carrying on; and the 
free negros are persecuted with a view “to force 
them to emigrate!” 
This view of the case is confirmed in the work 
of a native American. ‘‘ New England aud her 
Institutions: by one of her Sons.”” We there 
Icarn, that ‘‘ the remoyal of the free-blucks in a 
great degree removes the occasians of discon- 
tent among the slaves; and by thus taking from 
the planter all fear of insurrection, they are en- 
couraged to let the system remain as_ it is, with- 
out any effort for its removal.” “The planters 
at the South thus understand the tendency of 
the Society, and advocate it for the avawed pur- 
pose of giving them a strong hold upon the 
slaves,” 
But the time of these petty contrivances is fast 
passing away. ‘The American people surely 
must see how they are hampered by their own 
crime, Atthe present instant, while they talk 
so loudly about Mr, M’Leod, the boundary ques- 
tion, and every other assumed grievance, they 
kuow full well that in six weeks from their dec- 
laration of war with England the uvion would 
be dissolved. Nothing could prevent the ne- 
gros of Jamaica, now tree, happy, rich, and full 
of ardor, {from rushing to the rescue of their 
brethren in Carolina. ‘Three millious of internal 
foes would be rather a serious feature in the 
strife. How much longer will the people of 
America permit themselves to be rendered inca- 
pable of going to war by this fatal weakness ?

PUNCTUALITY IN SMALL THINGS. 

Punctuality is ofien viewed as of littleimportance 
by individuals of moral worth and Christian char- 
acter. ‘They seem to.overlovk obligations of dury 
in smal debis, wod fail in-punetuality to discharge 
them, which faiiure is exceedingly detrimental to 
those to whom these debts are due. If such pei- 
sons owe at the Bank, they will make punctual pay- 
ment, bat for aweekly newspaper, they will with- 
held payment without thinking that they are de- 
frauding the publishers ; they have no intention to 
defraud or injure, whew in fact it is injuring, great- 
ly injuring the publishers. ‘They depend’ on the 
good faith and punctual payment of their patrons 
*o enable them to sustaiu their press. Their own 
expenses wrust be paid from week 10 week, and they 
are relying on the small sums due from subscribers 
te enable them to -fulfill their contracts, Small 
debts are jasi—they ought to be pai’, and puncto- 
ally paid; aad én some congexions it is wore im- 
portant that they should be punctaadly paid, than if 
they were of large amount, Thus the small debts 
of a weekly religious or political newspaper, require 
a punctual payment. If they are expected to be 
paid in advance, and if on that aceount the price of 
the paper is teduced to subscribers, the payment 
sheuld.be made promptly in the commencement of 
the year. Hi three gr six months pass away, and 
payment be not made, injury is oeeasioned by this 
delay to the conductors ol the paper, aud in such ca- 
ses it cannot properly be considered as an advance 
payment, add the redactivo for such payment ought 
not in justice to be expecied by the swbscriber. The 
slickness of subscribers w make punctual payment 
isa greatevil—it isan evil to subscribers them- 
selves—it is an injury to the publishers, and it may 
easily be corrected by a litte atiention. There is 
ad good reason why we should be slack in paying

Ripley, where the mother re- 
sided, in order to help her make the five hun- 
dred dollars she had borrowed. “Phe man hired 
himself to a respectable citizen of Ripley. ‘T'wo 
fellows, of the baser sort, of which Ripley, not- 
withstanding its good character, has a few, were 
moved with envy at seeing a coloured man doing 
well, and, laid a plot.to destroy him. ‘They a- 
greed between themselves that in passing him, 
oue would push the other against him, and thus 
mike au occasion. of beating him ‘They were 
overheard making the plot. They carried it in- 
to execution, and one of them threw a brickbat, 
and knocked the colored ‘man down, and then 
took one in his hand and beat him on the head 
with it in a most shocking “manner. | His’ skull 
is broken, and his head is crnelly mangled. In 
this condition he was borne home, to “his hopes 
less wife. and childsen and widuwed ° mother-in- 
law who had pledged more than her ail to liber- 
ate him from bondage. ‘The colored man. sus- 
tains as good a character as any other. man.— 
There is reason to believe that he is truly a chris- 
tian. All this cruel treatment he endured be- 
cause he has a black skin. He gave the vile 
wretches no cause of ‘offence, tie never did them 
the least injury. It is hoped that he will recov- 
er, but itis yet uncertain. He has ina high 
degree the sympathy of the citizens in general, 
and due efforts have been made to redress the ix 
|jury dune hun, so far as it can be. done by leg 

process, but the wretch who perpetrated. the 
crime has no property, and, of course, can bid 
defiance to law, unless the man should die of bis 
wounds.

Siave Power in Wisconsin. 


The following from the Genius of Liberty 
furntshes another revelation of the all-grasping, 
never-slumbering ambition of the Slave Power.

John 
Norvell, a Kentuky editor and printer, and @

Postmaster at Detroit. Some old Indian traders 
at the latter place were also emigrants from Ken- 
tucky. ‘These, with the Governor and Postmas- 
ter; had an influence in the Territory sufficient 
to secure it to the Siave Power on its becoming 
a State. Mr. Norvell was one of the first pair of 
Seuators sent to Cougress from the State, where 
he showed his fideluy by lending his aid, on all 
occasions presented, to gag the mouths of north- 
ern freemen; and at the session just closed, vot- 
ed toexclude persons of color trom the benefit 
of the pre-emption bill which passed the Senate. 
He is now superseded by Mr. Woodbridge, who, 
it is hoped, will represent the rights and tmter- 
ests of Michigan, aud not those of Kentucky or 
Virginia. 

On the formation of Wisconsin into a seprrate 
Territory, the Slave power «as watchful of us 
prerogative ; and the Governor, Secretary, and 
Chief Justice were selected accordingly trom tie 
South, 

If the people of Wisconsin do not intend to 
submit peaceably to the slavoeracy, they cannot 
begin too early to resist it. If they would ban- 
ish slavery or prevent its entrance, let them or- 
ganize anti-slavery societies, and act in concert. 
The friends of freedom, we must presume, can 
out-vote the friends of slavery in that Territory ; 
and the people have the privilege of electing 
their own Legislature. If, then, they contunue 
to be run over by the few slavocrats now scat- 
tered among them, they cau blame none but 
themselves for it. :
